DISPUTE OVER INHERITANCE 


TAX RAISES KNOTTY PROBLEM 


Somerset 
Collateral Heirs 
Oppose 


Payment cm Notes Given as 


Bctiuesrts by JJccectent.

SOMERSET, Doc. 10.—A knotty leg- 


al question, that the Auditor-General's 
department at Iliirrlstaurg1, and proba- 
bly the courts, will be called upon to 
pass on in the near future involves 
the collection of Hlate collateral inher- 
itance tax In Somerset county. 
The tax in ainpute arises from the 


estate of Henry "W. Long, of Somer- 
set, who died several weoks .Lgo, leav- 
ing- no direct heirs to real and personal 
property, the aggregate of which Is 
estimated at $10.000. Register Bert F. 
Landis, demands collateral tax of live 
per cent on the entire estate, while the 
heirs want to pay tax on only a part 
qf the property, basing their contention 


n the existence 
oC alleged debts 


gainst the estate, on which they claim 
10 tax should be paid. 


Long- left a. will in which he direct- 


ed specifically that debts in the form of 
nates given some of his collateral heirs 
£ r love and affection, and aggregat- 
ing more than half the amount of the 
estate, shall be paid by his executor, 
Levoy J. Rhodes, a nephew, together 
with all other debts. The State claims 
that these notes wore neither delivered 
:o the beneficiaries nor entered on 
record against Long, but were held ia 
escrow, pending his death. The State's 
main allegation is that the notes are 
not legal debts against the Long- estate. 


Another item on which there is a 
...x dispute Is Long's residence in Som- 
erset, which he transferred by deed 
duly executed some time before his 
demise. Tax is claimed on this trans- 
action because, like the notes, it is al- 
.eged, it was neither entered on rec- 
ord nor delivered to the grantee, be- 
ing merely hold In escrow till nils 
death, 
Statutes of decedents passing to fath- 


er, Mister, nephew, niece or other rela- 
are free of tax, but when left to broth- 
er, sister, nephew nelce, or other rela- 
tlvess sre taxable, if they aggregate 
$250 or mere.

CHICAGO, 111., Dec. 10.—Only by In- 


feronce did Col. Roosevelt eliminate 
himself as the real leader of the Pro- 
gressive party in his speech here to- 
day, the chief event In today's confer- 
ence of the party leaders. 


The. former President covered much 


of the ground 
touched in his final 


speeches of t'ie 
iccent 
campaign. 


Roosevelt Insisted that the Progressive 
party has come to stay, and pleaded 
with ila representatives in both Con- 
gress and the state legislatures to try 
to carry- into effect the Progressive 
legislative program, 
especially that 


which would provide for Federal sup- 
er viaton. of the trusts.
